Karabetian tries to to teach 
his students that learning is an on 
going process of exploration. 

“Their discoveries are my 
discoveries,” Der-Karabetian said. 
“And that keeps me involved in 
teaching.” 

He said he believes students need 
to be actively involved in the 
learning process to make it 
meaningful for them. 

“Today’s student is not apathetic, 
but lacks the environment in which 
they can be fascinated,”’ Der- 
Karabetian said. 

“T don’t find that in my students,” 
he added. “‘I try to create an 
environment where they can be 
challenged and learn on their own.” 

Recently these efforts paid off for 
the Rancho Cucamonga resident, 
when he was awarded the 1989 Sears 
Roebuck “Teaching Excellence and 
Campus Leadership Award” 

“This award means a lot to me 
because it was awarded by my 
colleagues,”’ he said. “Being 
acknowledged makes it something 
special.” 

Der-Karabetian, has served on the 
behavioral sciences faculty at La 
Verne since 1980. He said he has 
always been interested in human 
behavior since he read Freud’s work 
on dreams as a teenager. 

“I consider myself a behaviorist,” 
he said. “I’m always fascinated with 
new vistas of imagination and 
behavior.” 

He said he always wants students 
eto be excited by learning. “Learning 
is not a drag,” he said. “Students 
Jearn my enthusiasm for learning 
and that seems to rub off.” 

_ And the students have responded 
in turn. “I’ve had students say to me 
that they never thought a class like 
.statistics could be fun,” he said. “I 
‘don’t know what I’m doing right, but 
it’s hitting the spot.”

Now all the city needs is 
someone to play in it -

Rancho Cucamonga wants you to get 
your peanuts, popcorn, Crackerjack and 
hopes you'll continue to come back 
when it builds its 42-acre sports com- 
plex in 1992. 

To help meet the growing need for 
ballfields in the city, the sports complex 
will house three softball diamonds, two 
soccer fields and an informal baseball 
diamond, and also will be the site for 
the city’s new animal shelter. 

Anchoring the park will be a 3,500- 
seat stadium that could host a minor 
league baseball team which the city 
hopes to attract for the 1992 season, 
said Joe Schultz, community services 
supervisor. 

The $15 million complex, paid for in 
full with redevelopment money, will be

Fontana High School students got a 
dose of reality last week when they 
saw a play on the effects of AIDS in 
their everyday lives. 

In their language, ‘‘Secrets” drives 
home the message to teens that AIDS 
can happen to anyone. 

Sponsored by Kaiser Permanente 
Medical Care Program, the drama 
tells the story of Eddie who shared “a 
needle a coupie of times’ and who 
becomes infected with the AIDS virus. 

The effect this has on his girlfriend, 
family and friends is the central focus 
of the play. 

French Stewart, who portrays Ed- 
die, said it is important to get the 
message to teens before it is to late. 

“They appreciate that we’re giving 
them the facts,” Stewart said. “I think 
we’re talking to them, as close as we 
possibly can, on their level.” 

After each performance, the special- 
ly trained acting troupe answers ques- 
tions from the students. 

“We're close to their age,’’ Stewart 
said. “They know we’re not going to 
judge them for what they say.” 

The reason for the play is simple, he 
said. Health officials believe that the 
next big wave of AIDS cases may be 
among adolescents who do not practice 
safe sex and those teens who partake 
in intravenous drug use. 

The teenagers seem to have re- 
sponded to the information presented 
in the play. 

“On TV they just highlight it, they 
don’t explain it real good,” said Gus 
Barrera, 18. “This is the facts. This

“We feel a city with an expected 
population of 120,000 can support a 
minor league baseball team,” Schultz 
said. . 

Schultz said he does not believe a 
proposed 75,000 seat sports outdoor 
stadium and 26,000 seat indoor arena 
in Fontana will affect attendence. 

An Upland-based management group 
is working with Fontana officials on the 
proposal to bring professional baseball 
and football franchises to their city, it 
was announced last week. 

“Ag I understand it they’re going 
after a completely different market,” 
Schultz said. “I really don’t think it 


will hurt us.”

Handicapped children in the Inland 
Valley will now have a chance to 
stretch their limbs at Cucamomga- 
Guasti Regional Park. 

San Bernardino County Department 
of Regional Parks and the Pepsi-Cola 
Company worked together to create the 
first completely handicap-accessible 
Pepsi Playpark in California. 

As part of the dedication ceremony 
last week, children from Frances Or- 
thopedic School in Ontario road-tested 
the specially designed orange and blue 
playground equipment. 

Mindy Francis, 10, sitting in her 
wheelchair quickly busied herself with 
the equipment. 

“T like the rings (which are set lower 
for wheelchair access),” Francis said. 
“It hurts my arms a little, but I’m 
going to keep trying.” 

Teachers at the school welcomed the 
chance to take the children to a place 
where they could play with ease. 

“Unless you work with the handi- 
capped children, you don’t realize this 
is unavailable,” orthopedic handicap 
teacher Judy Sheppard said. “I’m sure 
that now the parents know that this 
exists, they will make it a point to 
bring their children here.”

point where you ask yourself 
when do you quit.”’ 

Running and other sports 
aren't new to him. He’s been 
running marathons for 22 
years. Last year alone he ran 
eight of them, including events 
in Los Angeles, London and 
Paris. 

He’s completed all five of his 
Los Angeles Marathons in less 
than four hours except in 1987 
when he was operated on for a 
hernia. Dr. Carroll J. Bellis of 
St. Mary Medical Center in 
Long Beach told Carlisle he 
could exercise as soon as he felt 
like it after the Feb. 26 opera- 
tion. Carlisle sent Bellis a pho- 
to of him crossing the finish 
line at 4 minutes 18 seconds at 
the March 1 marathon that 
year. 

And on Nov. 25, 1989, he 
competed in and finished the 
sprint course of the Desert 
Princess Duathlon Series in 
Palm Springs (3-kilometer run, 
15-kilometer bike ride and 3- 
kilometer run) which started at 
7:30 a.m. At 9:30 a.m. he start- 
ed and completed the long 
course (10-kilometer run, 62- 
kilometer bike ride and 10- 
kilometer run) in 5 hours and 
20 minutes. The second race of 
the series was on Dec. 30 
where Carlisle completed the 
5-kilometer run, 30-kilometer 
bike ride and 5-kilometer run 
in 1 hour and 43 minutes. And 
on Feb. 3 he again finished the 
sprint and long courses in 4 
hours and 24 minutes. 

“Alan is the only person to 
have completed all five events 
of our series. Even more incre- 
dible, Alan placed third or bet- 
ter in his age group in five 








events,” said Greg Klein of 
Klein and Clark Sports Produc- 
tion, producers of the series. 

But it wasn’t until he saw 
the Ironman competition years 
ago —where leading woman 
competitor Julie Moss strug- 
gled, trying to complete the 
race only yards away from the 
finish line only to have the 
second place woman pass her — 
that he decided to tackle it too. 

“The amount of training to 
do for long distance events is 
based on weekly averages and 
they are calculated by starting 
at race day and going back- 
ward by weeks. The last week 
before the big race is a test 
week where the athlete cuts 
back and only does very short, 
relaxing exercise — enough to 
let the muscles know not to go 
to sleep, but also to allow com- 
plete recovery for exhausted 
muscles. The three weeks prior 
to the rest week are critical; 
the theory is to do triple dis- 
tance for each event. So, for the 
Ironman, my weekly goals are 
a 7.5-mile swim, 350-mile bike 
ride and 75-mile run. 


“At this stage of training, I 
am up to weekly averages of 
one times the Ironman dis- 
tance and it’s exhausting. Any 
one sport seems easy enough, 
for instance three days of 40- 
mile biking or five days of 5- 
mile runs, but to mix the 
sports is a killer. It will be a 
long, hot summer,” Carlisle 
said. 


He credits his wife Cherie 
with providing moral support 
throughout the endless days of 
training and finally the hours 
of the competition. 





Roy Englebrecht, one of the 
city’s sports consultants, said he 
believes the addition of a profes- 
sional sports franchise would be 
beneficial to a resident minor 
league team.

“We hope the stadium will 
also be the site for junior college 
playoffs and a regional site for 
baseball tournaments,” Schultz 
said. 

Team owners have expressed 
interest in the project, but no 
committment or letter of intent 
has been signed, said Roy Engle- 




































































tant. 

“There has been interest,’ 
Englebrecht said. “But owners 
want to see what the city has to 
offer.”

'Wheelchair activities just keep rolling along

When most people think of 


wheelchair activities, they pic- 
ture basketball, tennis, road 
racing and other general sports. 

But the opportunities are ex- 
panding for physically chal- 
lenged athletes, so much, in 
fact, that the boundaries are 
becoming more nonexistent. 

“There are so many sports 
now, that between everything 
that people are trying to do, 
there’s not even enough time to 
train in everything,” said Dave 
Kiley, director of the wheel- 
chair sports program at the 
Casa Colina Center for rehabil- 
itation in Pomona. 

“It’s coming to an age where 
things are more specialized, 
too,” said Kiley, a disabled ath- 
lete himself. “People have to 
train hard to be able to compete 
in each sport.” 

Casa Colina provides oppor- 
tunities in activities such as 
hiking, self-defense, snow 
skiing, water skiing, backpack- 
ing and even football. 

And the growth of the pro- 

am at Casa Colina is helping 
to disolve the stereotypes about 
disabled athletes. ; 

“‘We’re really on the verge 0 
a revolution,’ Kiley said. 
“We're of an age where people 
are not bound to limitations 
because they’re in wheelchairs. 

‘“‘And the public is starting to 
accept the (disabled person)

more. Newly injured patients 
have much more to look for- 
ward to when they come here. 

“We're fighting the kinds of 
things women are fighting for, 
and we’re gaining more accept- 
ance. I’m just glad to be behind 
the force that’s making it 
move,” said the 37-year-old Kil- 
ey. 


One of the reasons the public 
might find disabled people 
more approachable is because 
of their effort to be independent 
and modern 


“One thing I try to live by is 
something a friend of mine 
said. He said: ‘You my not be 
able to stand up, but you can 
stand out,” Kiley said. 


And they stand out by being 
more appealing. 

“The wheelchairs have 
changed a lot,’ Kiley said. “I 
have what’s called a Quickie — 
it’s a new chair. And some of 
the chairs now have neon colors 





and they’re nothing like you 
would think a wheelchair is 
like. 

“T also coach a Little League 
baseball team and after a game 
one day, while we were shaking 
hands with the other players, 
one of their kids came up to me 
and said, ‘Rad chair, dude.’ 

“It’s not some sick, sterile 
thing that they don’t want to 
look at or know about. People 
can relate to the way it looks,” 
Kiley explained. 

And it also looks like Kiley 
will to develop more ways of 
getting more disabled athletes 
interested in sports. 

Casa Colina has recently im- 
plemented programs to interes- 
tyouths and another 
community of disabled people. 

‘‘We’ve expanded the pro- 
gram to include the brain trau- 
ma population in the outdoors 
program,” Kiley said. 

“We've also implemented 
three satellite youth programs 
in Redlands, Pasadena and 
Long Beach. And I’m really 
excited about the expanded pro- 
grams. 

“The sports programs serve 
as a rehabilitation treatment. 
We get a lot of its reputation 
from that aspect.” 

Casa Colina also gets much 
of reputation from its outstand- 
ing basketball team, on which 
Kiley is a player-coach. 

The Condors men’s basket- 
ball team has won six national 
championships since 1980.

In 
this age, I just can’t see that 
record being broken.”’ 

And the relaitionship be- 
tween Kiley and Casa Colina 
won’t soon be broken either. 

Casa Colina is a nonprofit 
organization which has many 
contributors, including Mike 
Scioscia of the Los Angles 
Dodgers. Scioscia will hold his 
fourth anual golf tournament 
in December to help raise mon- 
ey. 
The hospital was developed 
in 1978, centered in Pomona, 
and allowed him the chance to 
work and participate in sports, 
including tennis and skiing on 
a national level. 

“I've been able to expand 
and grow while working at the 
hospital and they’ve allowed 
me to compete as well,” he said.

than I envisioned (since 1979) 
and every year it just seems to 
get better. It just doesn’t get 
any better than how I have it.” 

And he got there with a lot of 
hard work. That’s what he also 
tries to relate to the patients 
who come there. 

“It’s a very individual 
process (to teach new pa- 
tients),” Kiley said. “Some peo- 
ple come in with no athletic 
background and no coordina- 
tion and it’s a challenge for us. 
Some have stereotypes about 
what they are supposed to be 
like as a disabled person. 

“But it’s very positive 
around here. Some of the staff 
are in wheelchairs and there’s 
a good support system here and 
that helps. 

It is like a boot camp. The 
patients have to work 10 or 12 
hour day. We put a lot of em- 
puaea on out outdoor program 

ecause we want them to not 
only have a challenge, but a 
have functional skills that they 
can use in everyday activities.” 

Kiley should know what he’s 
talking about, he was named 
the best all-around athlete in 
the nation by Sports ’n Spokes 
Magazine last year. 

But all he wants to do is keep 
realizing what acitivities he 
can participate in. * 

‘“He’s a monster competitor,” 
said Casa Colina spokeswoman 
Nikki Gramatikos. ‘The older 
he gets, the more things he 
finds to win at.”

Unwed mom seeks key to life success

It has often been said that 
education is the key to all locks, 
the password to any entrance. 

For most Americans, educa- 
tion has been like food on the 
table, something that our vast 
and rich nation has been able to 
provide. 

But for others, who are often 
caught in the self-perpetuating 
cycle of poverty, continuing edu- 
cation is more a dream than 
reality. 

Angela Cammon, now a Chaf- 
fey Community College student, 
understands this as well as any- 
one. 

A graduate of Chino High 
School in 1987, Cammon en- 
rolled full time at Mt. San Anto- 
nio Community College. She left 
home and moved in with her 
boyfriend. Her life was on track 
and things seemed to be going 
well. 

Then something happened. 

She became pregnant. 

Looking back now, Cammon 
recalls how she felt when, at the 
age of 19, she learned of her 
condition. 

“J was shocked. It was not 
something that the father or 
myself expected. I wasn’t really 
sad or depressed about it, but I 
was definitely shocked.” 

Despite the fact that she was 
not prepared to have the baby, 
Cammon said she never consid- 


ered abortion. 

“For me, that simply was not 
an option. I knew I wanted to 
have the baby,” Cammon said. 

Though she expected the bur- 
den of having a child to be 
heavy, as she looks back now, 
Cammon said that being a moth- 
er has proven tougher than she 
had thought. 

“I never knew just how expen- 
sive babies can be, or just how 
much of your time they take. It 
is definitely a full time responsi- 
bility,” she said. 

Though the strain of being 
pregnant didn’t hit Cammon’s 
ife immediately, slowly but 
surely things began to change. 
While at first Cammon’s rela- 
tionship with the father contin- 
ued normally, by the time she 
was six months pregnant, the 
relationship was falling apart. 

“He was comfortable with it 
at first, but as time wore on 
things began to change. We fi- 
nally reached a point in our 
relationship where I was ready 
for marriage and he was not, 
and that’s where it ended,” she 
said. 

At six months pregnant, Cam- 
mon moved back home with her 
mother. Eventually she had to 
stop working and attending 
school so she could have the 
baby. 

Not in school and without a 
job, Cammon began receiving 
financial assitance from the 
state.

In most cases the cycle would 
appear complete. A single moth- 
er with only a high school educa- 
tion caught between a rock and 
a very hard place. Yet as bleak 
as the chances may have been 
for continuing her education and 
starting a career, Cammon nev- 
er gave up hope.
